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Mr. Dulles reported on a meeting yesterday with Mr. 
Harriman, Mr. Gray, and General Magruder. They discussed Mr. bulles' 
paper (?) which may be brought up at the next PSB Meeting. PSB 
should. coordinate psychological warfare but not enter into 
operations. The DC I concures in this and feels that Mr. Gray 
is covering too much ground.
